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REQUIREMENT FOR INFORMATION 
The instant Office Action includes a Requirement for Information under 37 CFR 
§1.105 regarding the ownership of the instant application and the right to assign such 
ownership interests. 

Summary 

At the time of the development of the Applicants' subject matter, all development 
was performed under the funding and obligation of Hewlett-Packard Company, and 
each inventor was under an obligation to assign the subject matter to Hewlett-Packard 
Company. Inventor Su was an intern with Hewlett-Packard company, under the 
supervision of inventor Kuno. Inventor Su was a student at Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute (WPI) during the internship. Inventor Rundensteiner was a professor at WPI, 
and was inventor Su's advisor. Both inventor Su and inventor Rundensteiner were 
under an obligation to assign the subject matter of the instant application to Hewlett- 
Packard Company. 

Referring to the statement that "[t]his work was support in part by several grants 
from the NSF" in the publication "Automating the Transformation of XML Documents," 
Applicants submit that the subject matter of the instant application was not supported in 
any part by the NSF. Inventor Rundensteiner has a relationship with the NSF, and the 
statement of support was in reference to support of her career and sponsoring other 
aspects of her research. Furthermore, the statement thanking IBM "for support of Hong 
Su in terms of a Corporate Fellowship from 2001 to 2002" also was to convey thanks to 
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IBM for the career development of inventor Su, and that the development of the subject 
matter of the instant application was not supported in any part by IBM. 

Response to interrogatories 

1 . Inventor Su was a student of Worcester Polytechnic Institute during the 
development of the Applicants' subject matter. Inventor Rundensteiner was an 
employee of Worcester Polytechnic Institute during the development of the 
Applicants' subject matter, and was the advisor to inventor Su. The Applicants' 
subject matter was developed while inventor Su was an intern at Hewlett- 
Packard Company, under the supervision of inventor Kuno. 

2. Inventors Su and Rundensteiner were under an obligation to assign the subject 
matter of the instant application to Hewlett-Packard Company. 

3. The Applicants' subject matter was not developed under a joint research 
agreement. 

4. Federal funds were not used in the development of the Applicants' subject 
matter. 

5. The Applicants' subject matter was developed solely under the support of 
Hewlett-Packard Company, and IBM has no rights, ownership or otherwise, in 
the Applicants' subject matter. 
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6. There was no research agreement in place between IBM and Hewlett-Packard 
Company. The Corporate Fellowship of inventor Su by IBM was not related to 
the Applicants' subject matter. 



Response to Documents Requested 

1 . Applicants respectfully submit that any agreements between inventor Su and 
WPI and inventor Rundensteiner and WPI are unknown or not readily available to 
Applicants. Moreover, Applicants note that inventors Su and Rundensteiner 
were under an obligation to assign the Applicants subject matter to Hewlett- 
Packard Company. 



2. Applicants respectfully submit that agreements pertaining to a joint research 
agreement to support the development of the Applicants' subject matter are 
unknown or not readily available to the Applicants. 

3. Applicants respectfully submit that NSF grants used to support the development 
of the Applicants' subject matter are unknown or not readily available to the 
Applicants. 

4. Applicants respectfully submit that agreements pertaining to federal funding to 
support the development of the Applicants' subject matter are unknown or not 
readily available to the Applicants. 

5. Applicants respectfully submit that agreements between inventor Su and IBM are 

unknown or not readily available to the Applicants. 
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CONCLUSION 

Applicants respectfully submit that the instant Response to the Requirement for 
Information has been made with candor and good faith under 37 CFR §1 .56.
